You will recall that the Cowmission indicated that the views of the
California Land Title Assoclation should be sollcited on the marketable
title provisions of the Uniform Simplification of Land Transfers Act
before the Commission commences work on this project. Attached as
Exhibit | 1s a letter reporting that the California Land Title Assocla-
tion has appointed a special committee to review these provisions of the
tniform Act and to report to the Commission the views of the associa-
tion.

Also attached (Exhibit 2) 1s a letter I wrote to the Chalrman of
the California State Uniform Laws Commission advising that commission
that the Law Revision Commission will be reviewing the marketable title
provisions of the Uniform Act and requesting that commission's sugges-—
tions and cooperation in the project.

Clarence B. Taylor has written indicating that time does not permit
him to serve as a consultant on this project. When we have the report
from the California Land Title Association, I will write him again,
indicating we would like him merely to attend meetings to provide expert
agsistance and that he would not be required to do extensive background
work. He might be willing to participate in this study on this limited

basis.

At the Sommiszion’e recues., the Czliiorais Land Title Association
has appointed & epecial committee ro analyze snd comment upon b
marketabls title provisious of the {fndform Simplification of Land Trang-
fars Act, The Comedeeion han requested that this committee prepars a
repert for the Commdmmion whizh will contein 2 comprehennive snd well-
reanoned anelygis of the iUndiovm Act, wito particiiar artention devored
to the difficultice and edvantuges of seonting ruch a law ip California.
With rvespect to provieione of ths Unifors Act that would create diffi-
culties iu Celifornia, the Coumission hge rejusated that the commlttes
make anm effort tio dreft siternste language iv elimipate or reduce sach
élffieulties.

wWhen the committae of the Csiifornia Lsaud Title Assoctation has
completed ite anslysis ol the marketadle ticle provisione of the Ustform
Act, the Law Revinion Comaimsion will then codmeoce ita corsidetation of
thig matter. The committee hes teantatively scheduled November 1977 asg
the date for completion af ita repart to the Comiselen.
